USSR WILL NOT PARTICIPATE IN OLYMPIC GAMES

[Text] Moscow, May 8 (XINHUA) -- The National Olympic Conmittee of the Soviet Union 
announced today that the Soviet Union will not participate in the 1984 Olympic Games in 
Los Angeles, according to a TASS report. The committee said: "The United States 
authorities continue rudely to interfere in affairs belonging exclusively to the compe- 
tence of the Los Angeles Olympic Organising Committee." The Soviet newspapers today 
printed "letters from readers" today, accusing the United States of not "guaranteeing 
the safety of all Seviet athletes who will participate."

[Text] Washington, May 8 (XINHUA) -- The United States today made its initial reaction 
to the Soviet decision to boycott the Summer Olympic Games by calling it as "a blatant 
political action for which there is no merit or justification." The U.S. State Depart- 
ment spokesman John Hughes told reporters here today that the United States placed no 
obstacles in the way of the Soviet participation of the Summer Olympics to be held in 
Los Angeles in late July. Hughes said that the United States has nothing to apologize 
for and the Soviet charges on the U.S. are “totally false." He said that the United 
States "clearly regrets the Soviet disregard of public opinion around the world, and 
the charges made in the TASS statement are utterly without merit." Hughes said that the 
U.S. State Department will analyze the Soviet statement and more detailed reaction will 
probably be made later. 


There was speculation earlier this year of a possible Soviet boycott of the Summer 
Olympics when the United States rejected a visa request for a Soviet as the Olympics 
attache in Los Angeles. The Soviet announcement to boycott the Olympics came one day 
after the Olympic torch was lit and was being carried through New York to Los Angeles.

"As hosts to the Winter Olympics, we deplore the fact that the next Summer Olympic

Ekert added, "I believe that the prospects for the development and strengthening of the 
Olympic movement as a promoter of peace, love and friendship among the peoples of all 
countries have not been destroyed."

[Text] Beijing, April 23 (XINHUA) -- Gymnasts from the Soviet Union and China filled 
the top three places in the women's individual all-around event at the Beijing Inter- 
national Gymnastics Tournament here tonight. China's Ma Yanhong, winner of the uneven 
bar at the 1979 world championships, stole the limelight in the capital indoor stadium 
when she took the all-around title with 39.55 points. She received a hearty applause 
from more than 17,000 spectators for her 360 degree body spin followed by tucked somer- 
saults in flying dismount in the uneven bars. She landed firmly on the floor and the 
judges gave her 9.95 points, the highest score this evening. She was also awarded 9.95 
points in the vaulting horse with a 360-degree forward somersault while dismounting, 
9.90 points in floor exercises and 9.75 points in the balance beam. 


Her teammate, 16-year-old Zhou Ping, and 17-year-old Tatiana Frolova of the Soviet Union 
both totalled 39.30 points in the all-around events, but Zhou Ping finished second 
because she won more individual titles than Frolova, fifth finisher in the all-around 
event at last year's world championships in Budapest. Frolova was placed third. 


In the women's team event, only fractions of points separated the top two finishers. 
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China carried away the title with 118.25 points while the Soviet Union was second with 
117.70 points. Bulgaria, which finished fourth at last year's world championships was 
third with 115.30 points, edging the world championship third finisher -- the German 
Democratic Republic to the fourth with 115.20 points. Nine teams contested in today's 
women's team event. Both Poland and Romenia entered two women gymnasts. Results of 
Romania and Poland and the Chinese team were not counted in the team standings. Cups 
were awarded to the first three teams with medals for each team member. The top eight 
individuals were also awarded.

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SHULTZ DISCUSSES FOREIGN ECONOMIC POLICY

[Text] Washington, May 6 (XINHUA) -- U.S. Secretary of State George P. Shultz has warn- 
ed that U.S. efforts to compel its allies to abide by American sanctions and jurisdic- 
tion were causing disputes that threatened to poison political cooperation among Western 
industrialized nations and the “foundation of our common defense." He said the United 
States will con’inue to "act where needed" to exercise its jurisdiction over business 
and trade conduct outside the United States "in certain situations." But the United 
States is determined to approach the question in a spirit of problem-solving compromise, 
net confrontation, he added. In a speech to the South Carolina Bar Association in 
Colombia, South Carolina, yesterday, Shultz said, "Dispute over extraterritoriality 
could become a bigger t’ “eat to our economic interests than the present concerns about 
tariffs, quotas and exc..ange rates." 


In advance of the economic summit conference next month in London, Shultz focused on 
issues raised by “extraterritoriality" that he noted had caused more dissension in 
recent years, and defied any easy solution. The issues would be discussed at the 
summit conference. He recalled that the issue already existed in 1981, when martial law 
was imposed in Poland, President Reagan prohibited exports of oil and gas equipment and 
technology to the Soviet Union. That ban applied not only to firms in the U.S., but 
also to foreign firms using American-made components or U.S. technology. "This caused 
a major dispute between us and our trading partners," because they felt the U.S. was 
reaching into their territory and interrupting contracts already signed, he said. 
Another example of the problem, Shultz said, was the decision by 12 states in the U.S. 
to impose what is known as "a unitary tax," by which multinational corporations are 
assessed state taxes on the basis of worldwide operations of the parent corporation as 
well as local operations. 


"Few issues have provoked so broad and intense a reaction from foreign nations." 
"Fourteen countries submitted a joint diplomatic communication to the department of 
State over this issue," he said. They were the 10 European Community members, Japan, 
Canada, Switzerland, and Australia, representing 84 percent of total foreign direct 
investment in the U.S. -- that's 85 billion dollars. Sanctions have already done harm 
to allied unity, he said. Some countries, such as Britain, had passed laws blocking 
companies from complying with American laws. The prospect of application of American 
laws has impeded new investment in this country and also has led foreign manufacturers 
to seeking alternative sources of supply to replace American sources that are considered 
unreliable, he said. The threat of the unitary tax had led some foreign companies to 
delay plans to invest in California and some other states. 


Shultz offered a four-point approach to narrowing down differences and preserving the 
Western political alliance: The use of diplomacy; the U.S. should apply sanctions only 
after "trying to take foreign interests into account"; to assure that other U.S. 
agencies consult the U.S. State Department when contemplating actions; to find proce- 
dures for ensuring advance consultation. But the U.S. secretary of state admitted that 
"harmonizing policies is not easy." American allies, he said, “are strong, self-conf'- 
dent, and independent-minded, and they do not automatically agree with American 
prescriptions." 
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HOUSEHOLD GOODS JOINT VENTURE MEETS TARGETS

[Text] Shenyang, April 26 (XINHUA) -- The Shenmei Household Goods Company, a Sino-U.S. 
joint venture, has met the yearly standards set in the contract in its first 18 months 
of operation. The company, which has 74 employees, was set up by the Shenyang Municipal 
Household Metal Company and the Gillette Company with 50:50 investment under a 20-year 
contract. Products include carbon steel coated razor blades, plastic razors and 
cosmetics. According the contract Gillette will provide advanced technology and equip- 
ment and train Chinese employees. The Chinese technicians and employees have mastered 
the operating skills, and products have reached advanced world standards, says 
Gillette's Research Center in Boston. The Shenmei Company was inaugurated in January 
last year and started production in July. Its products have a ready market in all parts 
of China and in Hong Kong and Southeast Asia. The company will export 30 percent of its 
razor blades, 70 percent of its razors and 80 percent of its cosmetics for five years, 
says its Deputy General Manager Chen Pei. 


JOINTLY BUILT HOTEL BEING CONSTRUCTED IN XIAN

Chernenko 
and Jaruzelski also signed two long-term agreements on economic development and scientic - 
technological cooperation till the year 2000. 


Jaruzelski is scheduled to go to Ryazan tomorrow to unveil a monument to Soviet- 
Polish comradeship and then return to Warsaw.

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The television service on 4 May begins its 1100 GMT newscast with a female announcer 
reading the news headlines, including: "The masses of various circles in Korea prepare 
for welcoming Comrade Hu Yaobang."" The feature is entitled "General Secretary Hu 
Yaobang visits Korea (1)" and is the last report on the 4 May newscast. The report 

lsts 13 minutes and opens with shots of unidentified scenic spots. The camera then cuts 
to anunnamed male reporter of "the news team of the (China) Central Television Station" 
standing in an unnamed park in "Pyongyang." The reporter says that his team will begin 
reporting on "Comrade Hu Yaobang's visit to Korea from today." The film then shows 

some DPRK scenic spots; some 20 Korean people and children walking in a park; several 
DPRK factories; a department store; an area of farmland; some 10 peasants walking in a 
rural area; two men transporting timber on water; a chicken farm; students studying in a 
classroom, an examination hall; a reading room; a workshop; many children walking in a 
park; a children's background; high-rise buildings and large houses in Pyongyang; an 
unidentified meeting of PRC and DPRK children; several "Pyongyang calligraphers and 
painters" preparing scrolls of calligraphy and posters for "welcoming Comrade Hu 
Yaobang;" four women embroidering the national flags of the PRC and the DPRK and some 
Korean words; several women picking and preparing flowers "for Chinese comrades-in-arms;" 
many young Korean women rehearsing a "Chinese dance" and a "Korean dance for welcoming 
guests;"' a chorus rehearsing a song “which is specially written by Korean artists for 
the arrival of Comrade Hu Yaobang." During the aforementioned shots, the announcer is 
heard giving a brief introduction to the development of industry, agriculture, and educa- 
tion in the DPRK. Next, the male reporter from the PRC television station is seen hold- 
ing a microphone and standing on a Pyongyang street. He says that the "CPC Central 
Committee Geneal Secretary Comrade Hu Yaobang has already arrived in Pyongyang by special 
train this afternoon," and that his station's news team will "report tomorrow" on Hu's 
arrival and his other activities in the DPRK. 


The television service on 5 May begins its 1100 GMT newscast with a female announcer 
reading the news headlines, including "General Secretary Hu Yaobang arrives in Pyongyang 
and is given an unprecedentedly warm and ceremonious welcome." The 25.5~-minute report 
is entitled "General Secretary Hu Yaobang Visits Korea (2)" and is the newscast's first 
report. It opens with long shots of streets in Pyongyang. An unnamed male reporter 
from the China Central Television Station is then seen holding a microphone and standing 
on a Pyongyang street. He is heard giving a brief account of Pyongyang's welcome for 
Hu. The film then shows many Korean men and women holding red flags, flowers, or 
balloons. They are walking and standing on Pyongyang streets. Next, it shows Hu 
Yaobang sitting in a railway carriage and speaking with several members of his party, 
including Yang Shangkun; Hu being greeted at Sinuiju railway station by "Hyon Chun-kuk, 
first deputy director of the International Department of the KWP Central Committee," and 
several unnamed DPRK officials; Two girls presenting flowers to Hu Yaobang and Yang 
Shangkun; Hu Yaobang and Yang Shangkun waving greetings to many people waving flowers 
and balloons at the railway station; "Comrade, Kim Il-song, general secretary of the 
KWP Central Committee," walking on a red carpet at Pyongyang railway station and "await- 
ing the arrival of the Chinese comrades-in-arms;" Kim Chong-il and other unnamed DPRK 
leaders standing at Pyongyang railway station; Hu Yaobang and Kim Il-song hugging and 
shaking hands with each other at the railway station “on the afternoon" of 4 May; Yang 
Shangkun giving a military salute to Kim Il-song, hugging him, and shaking hands with 
him; Kim Il-song shaking hands with several other members of Hu's party; Hu Yaobang 
hugging a young girl; Kim Il-song shaking hands with a young girl; Yang Shangkun 
accepting flowers from a young girl; 
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and Hu Yaobang hugging and shaking hands with "Kim Chong-il, member of the Standing 
Committee of the KWP Central Committee"; Hu shaking hands with an unidentified man; and 
Hu hugging and shaking hands with "O Chin-u, member of the Standing Committee of the 
KWP Central Committee and minister of the People’s Armed Forces." 


The film then shows Hu Yaobang shaking hands with some unnamed DPRK officials at the 
railway station. After the playing of the national anthems of the PRC and the DPRK, Hu 
Yaobang reviews a guard of honor at the railway station and watches a march-past at the 
plaza outside the railway station in the company of Kim Il-song; Hu Yaobang and 

Yang Shangkun accepting traditional gifts from an elderly man and elderly women; and Hu 
Yaobang and Kim Il-song standing in an open limousine and accepting the cheers from 
many Korean people standing on the twc sides of a street. The open limousine is moving 
toward "the guesthouse," according to the announcer. 


The open limousine, which carries Hu Yaobang and Kim Il-song, is then shown arriving at 
the Kim Il-song Square. The film shows Hu Yaobang and Kim ll-song accepting f lowers 
from two women at the square; and Hu walking at the square in the company of Kim I1l-song 
and waving greetings to many Korean people dancing and singing. The Korean poeple are 
singing the song "Welcome to Hu Yaobang," according to the announcer. The following 
shots show: Hu Yaobang and Kim Il-song standing in the open limousine and waving gree- 
tings to many people who are standing along the street and cheering them; Hu Yaobang, 
Kim Il-song and Yang Shangkun accepting red scarves from three young girls “in front of 
the Triumphant Gate"; many children dancing on the two sides of the Triumphant Gate and 
cheering the two leaders; and Hu Yaobang entering the Pakhuawon Guesthouse in the 
company of Kim Il-song. The guesthouse is Hu's lodging place, according to the announcer. 


The next segment depicts Hu Yaobang "calling on" Kim Il-song at the Kumsusam Assembly 
Hall on 4 May. It shows Kim Il-song shaking hands with Hu Yaobang, Yang Shangkun, and 
several other members of Hu's party in a reception hall of the Kamsusam Assembly Hall; 
Hu Yaobang shaking hands with Kim Chong-il and several other unnamed DPRK officials in 
the reception hall; Kim Il-song sitting in a room of the assembiy hall, offering a cigar 
to Hu Yaobang and lighting up the cigar for Hu Yaobang; and Kim il-song speaking with Hu 
Yaobang in the room in the company of Yang Shangkun and other unnamed PRC and DPRK 
officials. 


The next segment shows Kim Il-song and Hu Yaobang addressing a banquet given by Kim in 
Hu's honor in a banquet hall of the Kumsusam Assembly Hall on the evening of 4 May. 
The announcer is heard summarizing their speeches. Yang Shangkun, Kim Chong-il, and 
many other PRC and DPRK officials are seen attending the banquet. This segment ends 
with shots of Hu Yaobang clinking glasses with Kim Il-song, Kim Chong-il, and several 
other DPRK officials in the banquet hall. 


The final segment, which depicts Kim Il-song "paying a return call" on Hu Yaobang 

at the Pakhuawon Guesthouse on 5 May, opens with a shot of the exterior of the guesthouse 
where Hu is staying. It then shows a limousine moving toward the guesthouse and Kim 
walking in the guesthouse in the company of Hu Yaobang and Yang Shangkun. The camera 
then pans to Kim Il-song and Hu Yaobang walking in the guesthouse in the company of some 
unnamed officials.

The next shot show Hu Yaobang and Kim Il-song "holding their first 
round of talks" in an unidentified conference room in the company of Yang Shangkun, 

0 Chin-u, and some 20 PRC and DPRK officials. The announcer summarizes Hu's remarks made 
during the talks and does not mention Kim Il-song's remarks. At the end of this report, 
the announcer says that the television station will continue reporting on Hu's activi- 
ties in the DPRK "tommorow".

HK090553 [Editorial Report] Beijing Television Service in Mandarin at 1100 GMT on 6 May 
tegins its regular evening news broadcast with a female announcer reading the news 
highlights, including "General Secretary Hu Yaobang visits Kim Il-song's former 
residence in Mangyongdae and attends an evening theatrical performance.” 


The first item is the third part of a TV feature entitled "General Secretary Hu Yaobang 
Visits Korea."" The third part, which lasts 19.5 minutes and depicts Hu's activities in 
the DPRK on 5 and 6 May, opens with a shot of scenic spots in Pyongyang. The camera 
then cuts to several hundred people waving flowers and cheering Hu Yaobang who is 
stepping out of a limousine parked at Kim Il-song's former residence in Mangyongdae "on 
the afternoon of 5 May."" The film then shows Hu waving greetings to the cheering crowd; 
Hu walking toward a group of unidentified officials standing in front of the cheering 
crowd in the company of "Comrade Kim Chong-il"; Hu embracing and shaking hands with an 
unidentified official; Hu shaking hands with an unidentified official; Hu accepting a 
bouquet from a woman; Hu and Yang Shangkun waving greetings to the cheering crowd; and 
Hu and Yang Shangkun walking in a garden of the residence inthe compnay of Kim Chong-il. 
After a few shots of several houses of the residence, the film shows Hu Yaobang and Yang 
Shangkun inspecting the residence; and Hu writing the following words on a visitors’ book 
in the presence of Kim Chong-il: "A great national hero, and an outstanding Marxist." 
Hu Yaobang is seen and heard reading the words he wrote and Kim Chong-il is seen 
applauding Hu. Hu is then seen walking in the residence and visiting the Manggongdae 
Recreation Center in the company of Kim Chong-il and Yang Shangkun. 


The next segment shows Hu Yaobang and Yang Shangkun visiting a cooperative farm on the 
outskirts of Pyongyang in the company of several unidentified DPRK officials. Hu visits 
the farm after visiting Kim Il-song's former residence, according to the announcer. 
During Hu's stay in the farm, Hu is seen and heard speaking to Yang Shangkun and an 
unidentified DPRK official: "Do you recall that Japanese experts competed with us in 
Jilin? We won the competition. In competing with you, our Jilin cannot win." 


The following segment, which depicts Hu Yaobang visiting a "People's Army unit which 
Comrade (Xu Yingsheng) belongs to" on 5 May, shows Hu attending the army unit's welcom- 
ing ceremony held in his honor in the compnay of Yang Shangkun and Kim Chong-il; Hu

The next segment opens with shots of the exterior and interior of Pyongyang's Mandsudae 
Art Theater. The film then shows many people standing in the theater and applauding 
the arrival of Hu Yaobang who is accompanied by Yang Shangkun, O Chin-u, and several 


other DPRK officials. Hu is + waving greetings to the people standing and applauding 
in the theater. Hu, Yang S| n, and O Chin-u are next seen taking their seats and 
watching the opera "A Flower according to the announcer. There is then a series 
of shots of the opera performance. At the end of the performance, Hu, Yang Shangkun, 


O Chin-u, and the audience are seen standing up and applauding the performers. 
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The following shots show Hu walking toward the stage; Hu shaking hands with some of the 
many performers standing and applauding on the stage; and Hu, 0 Chin-u, Yang Shangkun, 
and the performers standing on the stage, facing the audience and applauding. 


The final segment depicts Hu Yaobang and his Korean counterpart, "Workers' Party of Korea 
Central Committee General Secretary Kim Il-song,” holding their "second round of talks" 
in Pyongyang's Kumsusan Assembly Hall "on the morning” of 6 May. This segment opens with 
a shet of the interior of the assembly hall. It then shows Hu Yaobang and Kim Il-song 
walking hand in hand in the assembly hall in the company of Yang Shangkun, 0 Chin-u, 

and some unidentified officials. While Hu and Kim are seen walking hand in hand, Kim 

is seen chatting with Hu and Yang Shangkun. 


The following shots show Hu and Kim walking toward their seats behing a long table in a 
conference room of the assembly hall; Hu standing in front of his seat and speaking with 
Kim who is sitting in a chair; 0 Chin-u and Yang Shangkun taking their seats; and Hu 
sitting in a chair and speaking with Kim. While Hu and Kim are seen sitting across the 
long table and speaking with each other, the announcer summarizes Kim's remarks made 
during the talks but does not mention Hu's remarks at the talks. The film then ends 
with a long shot of Hu and Kim sitting across the long table together with some 12 PRC 
and DPRK officials. During this last shot the announcer says that the PRC TV station 
will report "tomorrow" on a Pyongyang mass rally held at the Kim Il-song Square "to 
welcome General Secretary Hu Yaobang."

are shown watching the crowds from the restrum. After the band plays strains of the 
Chinese and Korean national anthems, Kim Il-song is seen waving to the crowd and address- 
ing the rally. As he speaks the camera gives a pan shot of Hu Yaobang, Kim Chong-il, 
Yang Shangkun, 0 Chin-u, and other Chinese and Korean officials standing on the rostrum, 
The camera also gives random shots of the crowd listening to Kim's speech on the square. 
During these scenes the announcer is heard giving a summary of Kim's speech. After the 
speech Kim Ll-song is seen shaking hands with Hu Yaobang, who is later shown accepting 

a silk banner from So Yun-sok, chief secretary of the Pyongyang Municipal Committee of 
the Workers Party of Korea. After this Hu Yaobang is seen and heard addressing the 

rally amid loud applause and cheers. As he speaks the camera gives shots of Kim I]-song, 
Kim Chong-il, Yang Shangkun, 0 Chin-u, and other Chinese and Korean officials standing 
on the rostrum as well as the crowd standing on the square. 
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In the course of these scenes the announcer is heard giving a summary of Hu's speech, 
At the end of his speech Hu is seen shaking hands with and embracing Kim Il-song, who 
is then seen shaking hands with Yang Shangkun. Hu is also seen shaking hands with Kim 
Chong-il. After this two girls are seen presenting Kim Il-song with a silk banner 
bearing the words: "May China-Korea friendship be as beautiful as the Kumkang Mountain 
and as lasting as Mount Tai.” After shaking hands with the two girls, Kim Il-song is 
shown shaking hands with Hu Yaobang and Yang Shangkun and then raising Hu's left hand 
with his right and Yang's right hand with his left. Hu is alsc seen raising Kim Chong-il's 
left hand with his right. In the final scenes Hu Yaobang, Yang Shangkun, and other 
members of the Chinese delegation are shown walking on the rostrum and waving to the 
cheering crowd in the company of Kim Il-song. 


The second segment shows Hu Yaobang shaking hands and speaking with Samdech Norodom 
Sihanouk, president of Democratic Kampuchea, in a reception room of the Paekhwawon State 
Guesthouse on 6 May. After shaking hands with Madame Sihanouk Hu is seen holding a 
conversation with Sihanouk while walking in an wiidentified room. During these scenes 
the announcer says: "Hu Yaobang said: I am hay to see you here. Hu Yaobang 
congratulated Democratic Kampuchea on its new successes in the struggle against 
Vietnamese aggression to save the country and, on behalf of the Chinese Government, 
welcomed Prince Sihanouk to visit China again.

Wu Xueqian said that the international situation was still one of turbulence and unrest.

There were many flash- 
points in the Middle East, Africa and Latin America where both superpowers were extend- 
ing txeir spheres of influence, he said. The two superpowers, he said, must promise 
to stop their arms race, beginning with nuclear weapons and resume negotiations ou arms 
reduction, especially in the nuclear field. He stressed that China's foreign policy 
was to oppose hegemonism and power politics and to safeguard world peace. China 
supported any suggestion which would contribute to easing the world tension and arms 
reduction. 
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He hoped that peace-loving peoples and countries throughout the world would make propo- 
sals towards world peace and pressure the superpowers to hold sincere talks on arms 
reduction. 


Views were also exchanged on African and other international issues of common concern. 
Ferrari arrived here last night on his first visit to China.

Our great socialist motherland is now in the best historical period since the founding 
of the People's Republic. "There is an efficient government which is supported by the 
people, and full-scale construction is under way" throughout the country. A prosperous 
situation has been brought about on all fronts. Before these achievements, we truly 
feel happy and proud. However, what we have done now is still far from meeting the de- 
mands of the general objectives which we are striving for. We are still confronted 
with strenuous tasks. The practice in construction over the past 30 years or so since 
the founding of the People's Republic has proved that many of our existing administra- 
tive and management methods are still backward and incorrect. 
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All these should be absolutely reformed. Without the victory of reforms in the four 


modernizations, it is impossible to give full play to the advanced technology and 
advanced scientific management experience introduced into our country through the 
implementation of the policy of opening up to foreign countries. It is impossible to 
create good conditions for taking up the challenge of the new world technological 
revolution. In a word, without reforms, it is impossible to attain the general objec- 
tives of the entire party and people throughout the country. 


Therefore, an important task facing our working class is that we should actively and 
resolutely support reforms and be the promoters of reforms and a powerful backer of 
government. 


To carry out reforms, we should break through various old concepts, old conventions, and 
old methods which hamper economic development and the enhancement of economic results 
and labor productivity.

We, the broad masses of workers and staff members, are fighting in the forefront of pro- 
duction. We grasp the situation well and have the most profound experiences. In the 
course of reforms, we should enhance our sense of being the masters of our own affairs, 
bring our wisdom and talent into play, expose contradictions, explore specific means for 
correctly handling the relations among the state, enterprises, and workers, and devise 
specific methods suited to the principle of more pay for more output, less pay for less 
output, and no pay for no output, in light of the conditions and characteristics of our 
own units. We should not think that reforms are only the business of the leading organs 
and leading cadres. The practice of reforms over the past few years has told us that 
many effective systems and methods are not groundlessly made up by leading organs. 
Instead, they are constantly created and improved by the masses in practice. We, the 
broad masses of workers and staff members, should have confidence in our wisdom and 
ability, carry forward the spirit of innovation, be diligent in thinking things out for 
ourselves, and be brave in making exploration. We should support reforms with our own 
actions, actively suggest ways and means, and make contributions to promoting technical 
progress, improving administration and management, and enhancing economic results of 
enterprises. 


In the process of reforms, all comrade workers should be good at following the main 
trend and take the interests of the whole into consideration. Thev should stand on a 
high plane and become farsighted. In the final analysis, various reforms advocated and 
decided on by the party and government embody the desires and will of the working class 
and people throughout the country. They also fully represent the interests of the 
working class and people throughout the country. They are beneficial to the prosperity 
of the state and to the well-being and happiness of the people. The erroneous policy 

of “eating out of the same big pot" is detrimental to developing production, to increas- 
ing the wealth of the state and society, and to improving the living standards of the 
broad masses of workers.

[Text] Today is 1 May, International Labor Day. 


In 1889, the Second International led by Engels adopted a resolution on making 1 May 
International Labor Day, to mark the general strike of American workers held on 1 May 
1886. Since then, 1 May every year has become a grand festival for the proletariat 
and working masses throughout the world to demonstrate their strength and to express 
their will. 


Labor creates wealth. In the old society, because the exploiting classes monopolized 
the means of production, labor was always accompanied by poverty and had nothing to do 
with wealth. At that time, the greatest desire of the laboring people was to eliminate 
slavery and to strive for their emancipation, which was also the primary task of the 
Communist Party. After the seizure of power by the proletariat, the laboring people 
have become masters of their country. Whether or not they will become rich as quickly 
as possible has become a matter of primary concern and the basic criterion for 
appraising what is right or wrong within the party. 
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Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, the party's policy on 
making the people rich has struck root in the minds of the people; to be more specific, 
some people (mostly peasants) will get rich first, while the overwhelming majority of 
the people will improve their living standard to some degree. With the arrival of Labor 
Day this year, what is on the minds of the people of the whole country? Is it the four 
modernizations? Is it to do a good job in party rectification, to promote reform, and 
to get rich through hard work? The aim of the four modernizations is to raise the 
standard of the material and cultural life of the people, while that of reform and 

party rectification is to clear away the impediments on the road ahead, enabling the 
people get rich more quickly. 


However, because of the long-term effects of “leftism," there exists among some young 
people and CYL cadres the idea that prosperity is always linked with exploitation, and 
the Communist Party should show disgust for wealthiness while cherishing poverty and 
the idea of egalitarianism, and that no differences should be permitted, in particular 
various confused ideas concerning the policy on encouraging some people to get rich 
first. 


"I work as many hours as he does, but he is earning much more than I am. Does getting 
rich first conform to the principle of distribution according to work?" This is a mis- 
understanding of the principle of distribution according to work. What does "work" in 
the principle of distribution according to work mean? It involves not only the amount 
of time put into labor but also one's work ability (including one's technical level), 
and more importantly, the results of his work (including quantity and quality). The re- 
sult of one’s labor is the comprehensive expression of his ability, attitude, drive, 

and time spent on work. His contribution to society should eventually be judged by the 
results of his work. Contributing based on the amount of labor put into a job cannot 

be calculated in a simplified way. In an 8-hour work day, complicated work involving 
more knowledge and skill, and simple work not involving much knowledge and skill should 
not be treated equally. Therefore, those workers and staff in enterprises which have 
gone through reform, strictly implemented the responsibility system, performed good 
management, and made great contributions to society, and those workers and staff who 
have a high level of technical skill, who are capable of fulfilling comparatively com- 
plicated tasks, and have made outstanding achievements in their work, should be given 
more pay, so that their living standard may be raised comparatively faster. This does 
not violate the principle of distribution according to work, but rather is precisely what 
we should do to implement it. 


"Does socialism not attach attention to common prosperity? Then why should some people 
be encouraged to get rich first?" The reason why we adhere to socialism is to truly 
raise to a maximum degree the standard of the material and cultural life of the whole 
people. However, common prosperity is by no means synonomous with getting rich equally 
and in a synchronous way. The development of things is always imbalanced. Making all 
the people rich at once can only be an illusion, particularly in a big country like ours, 
Just imagine, with 800 million peasants in our country and all their differences in 
foundation and conditions, how can it be possible for all of them to get rich at once? 
If a monthly raise of 5 yuan were given to each of the 100 million workers and staff, 

it would mean an annual additional expenditure of 6 billion yuan to the state. Under 
the condition that there has not been a remarkable development in production, this 

would mean a heavy burden, not to mention that such a little raise is very far from the 
standard of prosperity. Obviously, it is unrealistic to allow all the workers and staff 
to get rich at once. Of course, reform is the fundamental way out to promote the de- 
velopment of production and to step up the pace of getting rich. The leading organs 

at all levels of the party and state are adopting measures to push reforms forward in 

a big way. However, the malpractices existing in the economic system of our country 
have been formed over many years. In order to totally eliminate these malpractices 

in the structure and system, it is imperative to acquire certain prerequisites. 
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Therefore, major reforms cannot be carried out throughout the nation at once, but must 

be carried out first in some regions (such as special economic zones), where the condi- 
tons are ripe, in some areas (such as mining), and in some enterprises (such as the 
Shoudu Iron and Steel Company). Im short, that some people get rich first does not con- 
tradict the target of common prosperity; on the contrary, it is the inevitable road lead- 
ing to it. Otherwise, if we were to insist on the simultaneous prosperity of 1 billion 
people, forbidding any prominence or priority, it would only lead to people impeding 
each other and accusing each other, with nobody ever getting rich, and we could only pay 
lip service to common prosperity. 


Statements such as “are not those people who have gotten rich first going in for crooked 
ways?" and “their selfishness has grown more serious," are just gossip chiefly directed 
at those peasants who have become rich first. Are peasants who have grown rich from 
poverty relying on hard work or crooked ways? Investigations in many localities prove 
that those specialized households that have become rich first in the rural areas chiefly 
fall into the following categories: 1) Cadres of production teams or brigades, or 
commune members who are former cadres; 2) educated young people and demobilized army- 
men, who have returned to the countryside; 3) skilled craftsmen of certain trades; and 
4) those able people who are good at management and calculation. The fountainhead of 
their prosperity lies in “hard work," including their diligent study of science and 
technology, being good at mastering all kinds of information, improving their operation 
and management, being bold at opening new operations while being not afraid of taking 
risks, and sparing no efforts. As for those people who have gone in for crooked ways 
seeking ill-gotten wealth, they only account for less than 1] percent. The statement 
that “selfishness has grown more serious" among those peasants who have become rich 
first entirely runs counter to facts. Actually, the majority of specialized households 
are law-abiding, resolutely subjecting themselves to the national plan, and overfulfill- 
ing the state's purchasing quota assigned to them. Once they become rich, they never 
forget the pros»verity of others and of the whole village, thus leading the peasants to 
take the road toward common prosperity. They have broken through the limitations of 

the older generation of peasants and are much different from the small property-owners 
in the past. They are peasants of a new-type in the 1980's, the representatives of 
advanced productive forces in the rural areas today, and the forerunners in achieving 
common prosperity of the masses of peasants. To link the prosperity of the peasants 
with capitalism aud with the narrowmindedness and selfishness of the small 
property-owners is an outmoded concept lagging behind the times and an expression of the 
effects of "leftist" ideas. The peasants who have become rich in some localities have 
been criticized, exploited, and things have been made difficult for them. This is also 
the reason why some young people in the rural areas who want to become rich dare not 

do so, 


Today, when the joyous songs in celebration of May Day echo far and wide throughout the 
nation, the spring breeze of reform is rising ever more vigorously. A laudible scene 
has appeared in which those who have become rich first are helping others to become 
prosperous and most peasants are catching up with those who have become rich first. 
However, the road to making our country powerful and our people prosperous is long. 
This requires the young people of today to shoulder their own historical mission, to 
work hard, to be bold in carrying out reforms, and to create a wonderful future for the 
motherland and the people with their own wisdom and efforts.

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Young friends, Comrades: We are gathered here in this ceremonious meeting today to 
celebrate the 65th anniversary of the May Fourth Movement. On behalf of the party 
Central Committee and the State Council, I extend festival congratulations to the 
youths of all nationalities across the country. 


The May Fourth Movement represented a great, magnificent, epoch-making feat in China's 
history. Sixty-five years ago, the Chinese people were under the rule of feudal war- 
lords. They were subject to endless bullying and humiliation by the imperiaiist powers 
and were on the verge of becoming a conquered nation. At this juncture of brewing 
national calamity, it was the patriotic young people of the Chinese nation who took 

the lead in rising up courageously in the deep darkness and, for the first time, lit the 
torch of complete and irreconcilable opposition against imperialism and feudalism to 
carry out an unremitting struggle against them. Later, this youth movement, in com- 
bination with the workers movement, swiftly swept the whole country under the influence 
of the revolutionary movement in Russia and those in Germany and Hungary at the time.

If one takes a skeptical attitude toward reform or no longer dares to go ahead boldly 
with one's work when problems occur in the course of carrying out reform, that is a highly 
unworthy attitude, an attitude of refraining from doing something necessary for fear of 
a slight risk. It is true that mistakes cause certain losses, but this is also a kind 

of learning. Furthermore, “one learns faster from the consequences of one's own mistakes 
than from any other aspect." (Footnote) ("The Collected Works of Marx and Engels," 

Vol 22, p 325) It is necessary to take a positive attitude toward mistakes and failures, 
and to enhance one's ability by drawing lessons from such mistakes and failures; this is 
the only way for every young persvn to achieve maturity from naivete. In short, a 

young person who has made some mistakes and has some shortcomings, but who strives to 
make progress and has the courage to blaze new trails is much better than a young 

person who follows the beaten path, is obsequious, and tries not to make contributions 
but onl, to avoid mistakes. Having no creative spirit is the most serious shortcoming; 
our cause does not need young people without a creative spirit. 


We hope that young people, under the guidance of the party's Marxist line, will think, 
make breakthroughs, act boldly, and achieve success in their undertakings through hard 
struggle.

BAN YUE TAN ON HISTORY, CAPABILITY OF EAST SEA FLEET

[Text] The vast ocean to the east of the provincies of Jiangsu, Zhejiang, and Fujian is 
the East Sea, with an area of about 800,000 square km. The East Sea Fleet of the PLA 
Navy is responsible for the coastal defense of these regions. The writer of this article 
once had a chance to tour the East Sea aboard a naval vessel. The sailors who are 
defending the blue sky of the sea, the long coastline, and the vast ocean can be seen 


everywhere. 


The East Sea Fleet was the earliest fleet of the PLA Navy. It was formed on 23 April 
1949, when countless PLA men were crossing the Chang Jiang. At that time, the East China 
Military Region was ordered by the Military Commission of the CPC Central Committee to 
form East China Military Regional Navy at Baimamiao of Taizhou Prefecture in Jiangsu 
Province. Comrade Zhang Aiping was appointed commander and political commissar of this 
navy. The first column of this navy was the coastal defense column of northern Jiangsu 
Province, which was formed during the war of resistance against Japan by Su Yu, who was 
commander of the First Division of the New Fourth Army. Under the orders of the Ministry 
of National Defense, the East China Military Regional Navy changes its name into the 
East Sea Fleet of the PLA Navy on 6 August 1955. 


Thanks to the concern of the CPC Central Committee, the East Sea Fleet has grown. On 

28 August 1949, Chairman Mao wrote this inscription for the fleet: "We must build a navy 
capable of defending our coasts and effectively guarding against possible attack by 
imperialism.” Through many years of struggle, this fleet has become a heroic and 

strong contingent. 
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During the early period of its formation, the East Sea Fleet used small boats to attack 
big vessels and break through the naval blockade imposed by the United States and Chiang 
Kai-shek and used old aircraft to deal with frantic enemy bombardment. At the outset, 
the fleet was composed of a small number of old, small, and dilapidated naval surface 
vessels that were owned by the PLA through uprisings, seizure from the enemy, and 
buying. Thanks to the efforts made over the past 30 years and more, this fleet has 
experienced tremendous changes. It is now composed of submarines, naval surface vessels, 
naval air units, coastal defence units, and specialized units responsible for tele- 
communications, radar, sonar, sea surveying navigation marking, prevention and resuce, 
anti-chemical units, engineering, repair, and transportation. The fleet is also 
developing in the direction of using electronic equipment and guided missiles. 
Consequently, it has gradually formed a modern combat capability of carrying out 
three-dimensional seaborne defense warfare. 


The naval surface unit of the East Sea Fleet has a glorious history of liberating 
coastal islands, protecting fishing boats, and rescue. The fleet's gunboat unit alone 
has sunk a total of 64 enemy naval vessels of various types, destroyed 44 planes, 
and damaged 33. "Ship 414" has been awarded the title of "'Heroic Boat' of the 
Toumenshan naval battle" by the East China Military Regional Navy. This boat is now 
on display at Beijing military museum. "Ship 588" displayed meritorious deeds when 
it was supporting fraternal vessels and it sank an enemy vessel that was many times 
bigger than itself. It has consequently been awarded, by the Ministry of National 
Defense, the title of "Seaborne Tiger Boat." Thetorpedo boat unit of the fleet is 
likened to a seaborne "Short-run champion." Regiments 1 and 31 of the speedboats 

of this fleet have chased and sunk a number of KMT naval vessels that include the 
"Taiping," the "Tongting," and the "Tuojiang."' That is why Chairman Mao, Commander 
in Chief Zhu De, and Premier Zhou were so concerned with these regiments with a 
glorious combat history. On a number of occasions, they inspected these regiments, 
wrote inscriptions for them, and prasied the flexible strategy and tactics shown 

by commanders and fighters of these regiments. They also praised these regiments for 
setting examples in the way to defeat an enemy with superior weapons by resorting 

to inferior weapons and using small vessels to attack big vessels. The submarine 
unit of the East Sea Fleet has carried out long-voyage training on a number of 
occasions and it now has a certain attack capability. 


The naval air unit of the East Sea Fleet now has various types of attack planes 

and bombers that are equipped with guns, rockets, topedoes, and bombs. And with this 
equipment and weapons, these airborne troops of the East Sea Fleet have displayed 
their powerful strength in protecting coastal cities and seizing dominance in the 

air. A regiment of this unit has been awarded, by the Ministry of National Defense, 
the title of "Naval Air Heroic Eagle Regiment" for its meritorious deeds. The pilots 
of this regiment have a strong capability in high and low flying and they have downed 
or damaged 31 intruding U.S. and U.S.-made KMT planes of 11 types (of which 24 planes 
were downed). This unit is a heroic unit of the fleet. 


The coastal defense troops of the f)eet are composed of coastal missile unit and 
coastal artillery unit. The duty oy the missile units is mainly to eliminate big and 
medium enemy and naval surface vessels. The coast-to-vessel missiles of this unit 

are accurate and long-range missiles, with great power in mounting sudden attacks. 

The duty of the artillery unit is mainly to protect naval bases, harbors, and important 
facilities along the coast. In fighting enemy landing operations, this unit is 
responsible for eliminating the enemy landing vessels and mine destroyers and protecting 
our naval vessels in carrying out their operations. This coastal artillery unit has 
demonstrated its strength when it was supporting ground forces artillery in shelling 
Jinmen. It sank and damaged a number of enemy naval vessels. Communist fighter An 
Yemin was a hero of this coastal artillery unit and the company to which he belonged 
has been awarded the title of Collective Merit Citation 2nd Class and has also been 
named "An Yemin Company." 
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At the present stage, the commanders and fighters of the East Sea Fleet are working 
hard to build the fleet into a revolutionized, modernized, and regularized contingent. 
With the sea as their own home, they have been training hard to improve their combat 
capability so as to make still greater contributions in defending, exploiting, and 
building the East Sea. 


JIEFANGJUN BAO URGES ELIMINATING FACTIONALISM

[Text] Today JIEFANGJUN BAO published a contributing commentator's article, entitled: 
"Enhance Party Spirit, Eliminate Factionalism." 


The article says: We must stress enhancing party spirit and eliminating factionalism 
throughout the course of party rectification. This is particularly true in the stage 
of comparison and examination. One example of the serious damage done to our party by 
the 10-year domestic turmoil was the creation of factionalism and the weakening of party 
spirit. At present, although there are no open factional activities within the party, 
the spirit of factionalism still lingers among a number of units and party members, 
and is still producing bad effects. For example, feelings of estrangement between two 
former factions have not been eliminated completely among a number of comrades. People 
who belonged to the same faction in the past are on very intimate terms with each 

other, while those who belonged to opposing factions remain on guard against each 

other. Today, with regard to the questions concerning the Great Cultural Revolution, 
the right or wrong is determined by factionalism. Whether one was superior or inferior, 
strong or weak was also determined by factionalism. The question of cadre employment 
and promotion was treated from a factional point of view. A cadre was judged by his 
support for or opposition to a certain person. Factionalism was used to obstruct the 
implementation of party policies, particularly with regard to personnel matters. People 
were not treated equally and without discrimination; some were favored while the others 
were discriminated against, and so on and so forth. Although what we have today is only 
the lingering effect of factionalism, it is corroding our party organism and directly 
affecting the enhancement of the army's fighting capacity and the creation of a new 
situation. This is a question of extreme importance that must be resolved during the 
party rectification. 


Factionalism was a special expression of ultraindividualism, anarchism, and the guild 
mentality of the old society under the specific historical conditions of the Great 
Cultural Revolution. It was also the outcome of leftist mistakes. To eliminate 
factionalism, it is necessary to completely negate the Great Cultural Revolution and to 
thoroughiy eliminate the leftist influence. In the Great Cultural Revolution, all kinds 
of factions were created under the guidance of the erroneous theory of "continuing the 
revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat." They conducted their activities 
in accordance with the erroneous political ideology of "one class overthrowing the other." 
Although the majority of the masses who took part in factional activities were good, 
all factions were wrong. If today there are still people arguing about the correctness 
of one faction or another, then these people are guilty of being afraid of negating 

the Great Cultural Revolution and of failing to make a clear break with the leftist 
ideology. People who have such a mistaken understanding should carefully study the 
"Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding of 

the PRC," raise their ideological consciousness, and completely break with factionalism. 


Comrades in the army also face the question of correctly understanding the "three 
supports and two militaries." [The PLA was asked to support the left, support 
agriculture, and support industry, and to carry out both military control and military 
training during the Great Cultural Revolution] 
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Two statements should be made on this. One is that the "three supports and two 
militaries" were necessary in the chaotic conditions of the period, because they played 
a positive role in stabilizing the situation. Another is that they also brought about 
some negative results. One of the negative results in the army was factionalism. Since 
all factions in the Great Cultural Revolution were wrong, supporting the left was 
inevitably wrong, no matter which faction it supported. During party rectification, if 
one speaks only of one's meritorious services during the "three supports and two 
militaries" without considering the negative results to the localities, the army, and 
oneself, one is guilty of contradicting reality. 


The article concludes: To eliminate factionalism, it is necessary to enhance party 
spirit. It is necessary to criticize and educate people who are seriously affected by 
factionalism, carry out thoroughgoing and painstaking ideological work, and help 

them change their ideology. It is necessary to sternly deal with people who use 
factionalism to interfere in party rectification and people with factionalismwho attack 
people with party spirit. All party members should judge themselves and demand 
themselves on the basis of party spirit and principles and should make themselves 
communists with strong party spirit. In this way, there will be no hiding place for 
factionalism, whatever formit may take. 


COMMENTATOR ON FOLLOWING STATE CIRCULAR ON BONUSES

([Text] Last month the State Council issued the "Circular on the Questions in Connection 
With the Distribution of Bonuses in State-Run Enterprises," demanding a gradual end to 
the practice of “imposing a ceiling" on the distribution of bonuses and to introduce a 
system of levying taxes on bonuses. This is a good method for smashing the practice of 
egalitarianism, putting into practice the principle of distribution according to work 
done, and further arousing the enthusiasm of the staff and workers. Prior to the 
issuance of the circular, quite a few enterprises conducted experimental work in this 
respect and gained some experience in "not imposing a ceiling and a floor on the dis- 
tribution of bonuses" and in "rewarding the hardworking and punishing the lazy." In 
implementing the State Council circular, it is necessary to seriously sum up these 
experiences and spread them in line with local conditions. 


In our actual work, why has the reform work of some localities and enterprises been 
conducted in an off-again, on-again manner? Why would the very sound reform measures 
not work when they were put into effect? One of the reasons for this state of affairs 
is that the failure of some people to take a correct attitude toward bonuses has resulted 
in the irrational distribution of bonuses. Bonuses, as the term suggests, are used to 
reward the advanced. However, in come enterprises and departments, bonuses have lost 
their meaning as a "reward" and become a "ladle" of rice in the "same big pot" which 
everybody is entitled to share, whether or not one works hard and whether or not one 
makes contributions. There are still some people who take an interest only in not 
imposing a ceiling in the distribution of bonuses. Their desire to become well off 
before others is not based on making more contributions for the state. They want to 
get more pay for less work. To achieve this goal, they do not hesitate to practice 
fraud and infringe upon the interests of the state or consumers. We must bear firmly 
inmind this lesson which some localities and enterprises have experienced. 


In implementing the State Council decision on gradually ending the practice of imposing 
the maximum on the distribution of bonuses, we must have an overall and accurate 
understanding of its meaning, in other words, we must put equal stress on not imposing 
either a ceiling or floor on the distribution of bonuses; regarding the practice of 
more pay for more work; and on rewarding the hardworking and punishing the lazy. 
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Meanwhile, we must also implement the stipulation on levying taxes separately on 
above-normal bonuses and really ensure that the state should get the biggest share of 


the profit, the enterprise a large share, and the individual the remainder. 


COMMENTATOR ON REFORM OF WORKER RECRUITMENT SYSTEM

{Text} Anyang and other cities and counties in Henan Province and the general construc- 
tion company in Sichuan Province have made reforms in the worker recruitment system in 
the building, coal, and other trades and have employed workers on a contract basis 
instead of a permanent basis. Facts have proved that this method has many advantages. 


The disadvantages of the system of employing permanent workers are quite prominent in some 
trades, such as the aging of working personnel, the gradual decrease in the number of 
workers working on the front line, and low labor productivity. Under this system, the 
enterprises have to take care of the workers’ birth, age, illness, and death problems, 

the dependents' housing and medical care problems, the childrens’ education and employ- 
ment problems, and so on. As a result, the enterprises are like "small societies," and 
the burden they shoulder is getting heavier. 


By practicing the system of employing workers and running businesses on a contract basis 
and effecting a change after a few years, we can constantly upgrade the structure of the 
labor force, maintain the vitality of enterprises, alleviate their burden, and enable 
them to concentrate their efforts and appropriately carry out production. 


The implementation of the system of employing workers on a contract basis conforms to 

the national conditions of China. It will play an immense role in raising labor 
productivity and reducing capital construction and production costs. From now on, trades 
such as mining, building, forestry, transportation, and so on, which rely mainly on 
their labor force, should cut down the number of permanent workers step by step and 
employ contract workers. The casual laborers in mines should be changed in groups 

every 3 to 5 years so that most of the skilled workers are retained. The building 

trade, however, should employ large numbers of casual laborers and implement the method 
of inviting tenders. 


The implementation of the system of employing contract workers, which is related to the 
matter of fully utilizing the labor force of several hundred million peasants in the 
rural areas, has profound significance. It is an important method which releases the 
surplus labor force from the rural areas to participate in construction. Along with 
the development of rural commodity production, the number of peasants engaged in 
growing crops will be reduced and more people will be engaged in developing the range 
and quality of production. The implementation of the system of employing contract 
workers has opened up a path for this surplus labor force. The peasants can use the 
favorable conditions in this respect and take the path which will lead them to 
prosperity. 


The reform of the recruitment system is work which must be done with meticulous care. 
All trades and professions should adopt measures in line with their local conditions 
and not try to impose uniformity on everything and follow one model. The enterprises 
should continue to assume responsibility for the permanent workers who are now in 
their posts. All localities should constantly sum up experience in practice and 
gradually perfect China's recruitment system.

[Text] Beijing, May 8 (XINHUA) -- China will allot four million yuan (about two million 
U.S. dollars) annually to its giant panda rescue drive from 1984 through 1986, the State 
Council announced today. The decision came in a meeting called by Vice-Premier Tian 
Jiyun. The panda rescue must continue for a long time, the meeting was told, because 
the rare animals are still endangered by a famine caused by the withering of their 
staple food, the arrow bamboo. 


A panda-protection responsibility system will be adopted among local peasants in 26 
counties in Sichuan, Gansu and Shaanxi Provinces. The system will be tested in one or 
two selected counties this year. New panda breeding farms will also be established with 
funds raised from domestic and overseas donations. The State Council has called two 
special meetings in the past year to discuss and adopt panda-rescue measures. 


The central government and local authorities have allotted nearly one million yuan to 
the panda rescue since it began last August. Rescue organizations have been established 
by the Ministry of Forestry and provincial and county governments, along with special 
teams and observation stations manned by 500 naturalists and trained peasants in panda 
habitats. Surveys of famine-affected areas have been completed and starving pandas 
moved to forestry areas where bamboo is in more plentiful supply. So far, 14 sick or 
starving giant pandas have been saved in the drive.

FUJIAN ADOPTS 10 REFORM MEASURES TO ENLIVEN ECONOMY

[Report by Fujian correspondents: "Fujian Adopts 10 Reform Measures To Enliven the 
Economy" | 


[Text] To achieve the goal of a simultaneous increase in the output value, profits, 
and tax payments of industrial and commercial undertakings throughout the province this 
year, the Fujian Provincial Government has formulated 10 reform measures to enliven the 
economy -- doing so on the basis of making investigations and studies and listening to 
the views of various departments and areas. The 10 measures are as follows: 


l. We must concentrate forces on the proper handling of priority trades, priority 
enterprises, and priority products. We must properly take care of such priority trades 
as foodstuffs, textiles, electronics and household electrical appliances, and 125 
priority trades account for one-half of the total industrial output value of the 
province, an increase of 20 percent over last year. 
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2. We must break through the ownership boundaries between departments or areas and 
stimulate reorganization and integration, expanding the production of well-known products 
suited to the market. We must arrange to give priority to 13 products, including loading 
machines, forklifts, TV sets, radio-cassettes, electronic computers, and so forth, and 
organize integrated production of the 13 items, quickly expanding production capacity. 


3. We must strive to solve the problem of shortage of energy and raw materials. We 
must pay close attention to conservation. Apart from continuously offering rewards for 
economies involving the 10 commodities specified by the state, we must add 6 more kinds, 
that is, pig iron, rolled steel, caustic soda, sulphuric acid, soda ash, and grain (for 
fermentation and medical purposes). 


4. We must rationally organize transportation, relieving our transportation needs. We 
must strengthen overland transportation and energetically develop water transportation. 
This year, 80 percent of supplies imported to the province will rely on water transpor- 
tation. 


5. We must strengthen industrial-commercial cooperation and provide more active outlets 
for circulation. We must resort to various purchase and marketing patterns, such as 
unified state purchase, planned purchase, priority advance purchase by commercial under- 
takings, freedom of choice in making purchases, sales effected by enterprises themselves, 
sales entrusted to commercial undertakings, and must support the production of local 
industrial products. Meanwhile, we must set up trading centers for agricultural and 
sideline products and special native products, and wholesale markets, and establish 
various specialized companies. We must encourage various counties to open shops in 
cities, providing more abundant commodity supplies for the latter. 


6. We must follow various patterns increasing the exports of industrial and agricultural 
products. 


7. We must firmly implement the responsibility system for leaders and fight a good bat- 
tle in turning losses into profits, increasing profits, and solving tough problems. This 
year, the whole province must slash losses by 40.56 million yuan. The responsibility for 
enterprises directly under the province rests with the development and bureau chiefs in 
charge; responsibility for enterprises at prefectural, city, and county levels rests with 
administrative commissions, mayors, and county heads; and responsibility for enterprises 
rests with factory heads or managers. Where a given target to lift an enterprise out 

of the red is not fulfilled, the factory head or manager must resign of his own accord, 
or be dismissed on the spot. 


8. In regard to pricing, taxation, credit, and bonuses, we must encourage the creation 
of the new, production of good value, improvement in the quality of products, and addi- 
tion to variety and the choice of designs. Funds for developing new products are to be 
established in nine cities and one county, including Fuzhou, Xiamen, and so forth. The 
purpose is to develop new products and introduce new technology. Low interest loans may 
also be provided through such funds. The prices of products of good quality must be 
allowed to float within given limits. 


9. We must entrust lower levels with the power to examine and approve given cases, and 
experiment with the granting of subsidized loans, accelerating the pace of technical 
transformation of enterprises. The Xiamen Special Economic Zone is to adopt the guide- 
line of “special action on special cases." Within the framework of manageable products, 
the zone can examine and approve separate investment projects for the import of techno- 
logy of the reform of technology not exceeding 1 million yuan respectively. For certain 
projects this year, the granting of loans subsidized by the province will be introduced 
on an experimental basis. 
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10. We must step up the overhauling of enterprises and the reform of systems, giving 
enterprises power and "freedom" as quickly as possible. We must reform an enterprise's 
cadre management system and its system of recruiting and using workers, and must inte- 
grate enterprise administration with cadre management. The head of an enterprise must 
be appointed by the higher levels, and those chiefs in subsidiary capacities must in 
turn be nominated by the head and referred to those higher up for clearance. Other 
cadres are left to the discretion of the relevant enterprise in regard to appointment 
or dismissal, An enterprise has the power to employ or lay off workers according to a 
labor plan. Bonuses are linked to economic results. There is no ceiling on bonuses for 
individuals. An enterprise is allowed to supplement bonuses flexibly with a portion 
of basic wages.

SHANDONG URGES DEVELOPMENT OF INDIVIDUAL BUSINESS

[Text] According to our reporter (Wu Guangcai), in a speech delivered at the Shandong 
Provincial Work Conference onthe morning of 7 May in regard to developing collective 
and individual economy in order to arrange jobs for urban youth, Ma Lianli, deputy go- 
vernor of the province, pointed out that efforts should be made to actively encourage 
and support self-employed workers to open private businesses or operate joint venture 
businesses. 


Deputy Governor Ma Lianli stated: With the approval of the industrial and commercial 
departments, and in line with the principle of voluntarily joining cooperatives, con- 
ducting democratic management and distribution according to work, and retaining public 
accumulations, self-employed workers and unemployed youths and personnel in both urban 
and rural areas may operate joint venture businesses. However, they should raise funds 
and find places for their joint venture business. The stock capital and assets of these 
joint venture businesses are still owned by individuals, but are used under the unified 
management of these businesses. In distributing labor incomes, it is necessary to en- 
force flexible and various wage scales in line with the principle of conducting dis- 
tribution according to work and paying more to hard workers. Joint venture businessmen 
may personally buy medical care and retirement insurances that can be paid by individuals 
or can be partially or totally paid by their firms. The insurance payment can be re- 
garded as workers’ welfare and as the firms’ expenditures. Joint venture firms may 
recruit scientific, technological, and managerial personnel, and they also may freely 
name their firms and open accounts in banks. 
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Those that have not raised sufficient funds may apply for bank loans. The departments 
concerned should earnestly help these firms deal with the difficulties of business 
places, raw materials, and supply of goods. The departments of industry and commerce, 
tax revenue, banking, material supply, price control, labor affairs, personnel affairs, 
urban construction, environmental protection, public health, and legal affairs should 
make concerted efforts to actively support the development of these joint venture 
businesses and to protect their legitimate operations. 


SHANDONG REPORTS INCREASE IN WORKERS’ INCOME 


SK090225 Jinan DAZHONG RIBAO in Chinese 14 Apr 84 p 1 


[Text] According to a sampling survey on urban workers’ families of our province, average 
per capita income of the workers’ families of the province was 509.1 yuan in 1983, 11.77 
yuan more than in 1982 and 55.3 percent more than in 1978. Deducting the increase in 
living expenses, the actual income increased by 39.7 percent. 


One of the major reasons for the increase in the workers’ income was wage increases. 
According to statistics, the province's worker wage bill increased by 11 percent each 
year from 1978 to 1983 and its per capita wage increased by 6.8 percent. Another reason 
was the increase of employment and the reduction of family size which lightened the 
workers’ burden. In 1983, the province's total number of workers was 21 percent more 
than in 1978, and the number of employed persons in each family was 2.37. The number 

of persons supported by each worker was 0.68 in 1983 as against 0.87 in 1978. 
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GUANGZHOU PREPARING FURTHER OPENING TO OUTSIDE

[Text] The preparatory work for opening Guangzhou's door wider is in full swing. The 
departments concerned have worked out some concrete plans. 


Following the forum on opening some more coastal cities to foreign investors, leadership 
departments of Guangzhou City took quick actions. The preparatory groups for economic 
development zones set up recently by the city’s CPC Committee and government and their 
leading groups for absorbing foreign funds to step up technical transformation, have 
started selecting sites for economic development zones, drawing up plans, and quicken- 
ing steps in absorbing foreign capital. The Economic Affairs Department of the Policy 
Research Office of the city's CPC Committee, as well as its Organization, Personnel, 

and Finance and Trade Departments have dispatched their people to Shenzhen and Zhuhai 

to absorb experiences in the management of special economic zones. The city's Person- 
nel Bureau noted that the special economic zones’ experiences in the personnel system 
were worth learning, and it suggested that the present system of appointing cadres be 
gradually replaced by a system of hiring cadres. The city's Labor Bureau offered tenta- 
tive ideas and proposals for reforms of the labor and wage system. Meanwhile, the city's 
Finance Bureau, People's Bank, and the Zhujiang Bank seriously studied problems in rela- 
tion to how to give preferential treatment in taxation to joint ventures, how to raise 
funds from home and abroad, how to make proper use of loans, how to support economic 
development zones, and how to transform old enterprises. In order to adapt themselves 
to the new situation of opening the door to the outside world, more than 10 city-run 
enterprises and companies put forward preliminary plans and proposals with regard to 
transferring power to a lower level according to actual conditions. The city's 
Mechanical-Electric Bureau worked out draft plans for transferring power to 26 collec- 
tively-run enterprises to reform their management system and to give them decisionmak- 
ing power in 8 areas. Meanwhile, the city's No 1 and No 2 Bureaus of Commerce, Supply 
and Marketing Cooperative, No 1 and No 2 Bureaus of Light Industry, companies of chem- 
icals, electronics and medical apparatus and instruments, and the city's Yuexiu District 
also put forward some draft plans and suggestions for reforms of the ° distribution 
and bonus systems. 


At present, the city’s CPC Committee and government are busy studying these draft plans 
and suggestions and will strive to work out a general plan for further opening 
Guangzhou's door as soon as possible.

JINGJ1 RIBAO ON MICROCOMPUTER USE IN GUANGZHOU

{Text] Beijing, May 7 (XINHUA) -- More than 300 microcomputers are in use in industrial 
and trade departments, communications, health services and urban construction work in 
Cuangzhou, capital city of South China's Guangdong Province, today's ECONOMIC DAILY 
reports. Priority in developing Guangzhou's computer technology has gone to industrial 
management in medium-sized and small enterprises, data processing, product testing and 
production control, the paper notes. 


Last year, Guangzhou put 117 microcomputers into service in 79 industrial and communica- 
tions enterprises covering light industry, textiles, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, 
rubber-making, machinery, electrical appliances, electronics and metallurgy. 


As part of the national modernization drive, colleges, universities and research insti- 
tutes in Guangzhou have set up a massive training program to prepare technical person- 
nel and factory managers for wider use of computers. All told, the city has organized 
100 courses over the past few years, training 5,000 people in Guangzhou and from other 
parts of the country. 


From 1979 through 1983, Guangzhou set aside 1.36 million yuan as capital outlay for 
research and development of computers, the paper says. This year, the municipal gov- 
erument earmarked another one million yuan to encourage application of microcomputers 
in 92 projects. 


Seven factories in Guangzhou produce and assemble a variety of computers and instruments 
including unicomputers and one-bit, eight-Lit and 16-bit computers.

3. Planned purchase or planned purchase in a disguised form of grain, pig oil, and 
meat should be canceled.

open year-round so that people can buy, sell, and exchange products freely. 


4. No unit or individual is allowed to arbitrarily exact payment from the masses and 
obtain property from them.

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CHENG MING ARTICLE ON DENG LIQUN'S ‘RESIGNATION’

[Text] It is difficult for the Chinese to know the truth of some matters which happen 
in China. However, people in Beijing have long had a channel to find out the true 
facts. In other words, they often listen to the Voice of America. On 10 April, the 
news that “Director of the Propaganda Department of the CPC Central Committee Deng 
Liqun has resigned" spread like wildfire to half of Beijing Municipality. The 

source of this report was the Voice of America. 


The News Is Not Utterly Groundless 


Where did the Voice of America get the news? It get the news from a report in THE 
WASHINGTON POST on 10 April, and an AFP dispatch from Beijing. It was an interesing 
note that the news spread from Beijing to the United States. It returned to the city 
again atter traveling far and wide, and became firsthand information of people in the 
city. However, 2 days later, XINHUA issued a dispatch to deny the rumor. A press 
spokesman of the Chinese Foreign Ministry said: "The report that Deng Liqun has 
resigned is sheer rumor." 


As far as | can remember, it was the first time over the past 30 years or so that XINHUA 
has issued a special dispatch to deny a rumor that a senior cadre had resigned. It 
happens very often that the reports spread abroad on a change of leadership in the CPC 

are inconsistent with facts. Why did XINHUA issue a serious statement to refute the rumor 
that Deng Liqun had resigned? 


lf the report on Deng Liqun's resignation from the post of director of the Propaganda 
Department of the CPC Central Committee was a rumor, it was neither THE WASHINGTON POST 
nor AFP which concocted the rumor. What they did was, at most, "spread the rumor." 


Long before the Voice of America broadcast the news of Deng Liqun's resignation, the news 
was spreading among a small circle of people in Beijing. When I first got the news on 

7 April, | tried to verify it. A friend of mine helped me by asking a journalist to call 
the Propaganda Department of the CPC Central Committee to verify the news. The answer 
was: "There is no such thing. Deng Liqun is makiag a trip outside the city." 


Il believe that the report of foreign reporters on Deng Liqun's resignation was based on 
the news spread in Beijing and the fact that he had not appeared on public occasions since 
1% March. 


Deng Liqun Made Self-Criticism 
However, L believed that L could dig deeper into the matter. After making investigations, 


I eventually found out the truth oi the matter. The news of "Deng Liqun leaving 
office" spreading in Beijing was not utterly groundless. 


|. Deng Liqun has been in low spirits in recent months. His attack on Hu Yaobang and 
Zhao Zivang was forcefully resisted. The campaign of “eliminating spiritual pollution" 
which he vigorously launched began with a fine start but petered out toward the end, 
and died young. He becaome dejected and angry because of this. 


2. Inside the Secretariat of the CPC Central Committee, the “eliminating spiritual 
pollution" campaign and Deng Liqun were under pressure. Deng Liqun was compelled to 
make self-criticism. 
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3. During the latter half of March, Deng Ligqun was so angry that he suddenly left 
Beijing to conduct an "inspection" (some said that he went to Hangzhou). 


4. Deng Liqun did tell some people that he had intented to resign from the post of 
director of the Propaganda Department of the CPC Central Committee (this might be a trial 
balloon). 


An empty hole invites the wind. These should be a reason why such news spread. The 
news of Deng Liqun's resignation spread too early. If people waited for another 2 or 3 
months, his resignation might have become a fact. At that time, it would be unnecessary 
for the Foreign Ministry and XINHUA to deny the rumor. 


A Wave of Resisting the "Spiritual Pollution" Campaign in the State Council 


It was learned that before the CPC began the campaign of “eliminating spiritual pollution," 
Hu Qiaomu and Deng Liqun talked to Deng Xiaoping interminably to lodge their complaint. 
After that, Deng Xiaoping raised the issue of refraining from carrying out spiritual 
pollution at the second plenary session. Deng Liqun took advantage of Deng Xiaoping's 
speech to launch a blustering and truculent campaign of “eliminating spiritual pollution," 
trying to attack the key elements of the reformist faction, such as Hu Yaobang, Zhao 
Zivang, Wan Li, and others. Hu Yaobang and Wan Li struck a counterblow. Wan Li was 
dissatisfied with the campaign. When playing tennis, Wan Li said: These people 

(people who were active in carrying out the campaign) have nothing to do after eating 
their fill. If they persist in carrying out the campaign, the Chinese people will be 
Starved again. 


According to Deng Liqun's original plan of “eliminating spiritual pollution," the 
campaign must be carried out in urban and rural areas, and among intellectuals. However, 
State Council Vice Premier Wan Li, who is in charge of agriculture, said: There is no 
problem of spiritual pollution in the rural areas. State Councillor Fang Yi, who is in 
charge of science and technology, said: There is no problem of spiritual pollution in 
the circles of science and technology. State Councillor and Minister of the State 
Economic Commission Zhang Jingfu said: There is no problem of spiritual pollution on the 
economic front (Zhao Ziyang also said so).... Where did spiritual pollution exist? 
"Pollution" only existed in the academic, literature, and art circles. We can say that 
this is a joke. We can also say that this is not a joke. According to Deng Liqun's 
logic, the problem of "spiritual pollution" exists in all localities and departments 
throughout China. However, with regard to “spiritual pollution" other than pornographic 
pollution, some people say that it does not exist in the literature and art circles 
either. 1f this is the case, why should people in these circles suffer a wrong and be 
humiliated? We have found out two things here. First, some people in the CPC Central 
Committee and the State Council resisted the evil wind. Second, Deng Liqun still 

did his utmost to find fault with the literature and art circles. "Xiang Zhuang 
performed the sword dance as a cover for his attempt on Liu Bang's life." The sword 

of Deng Liqun was obviously directed against General Secretary Hu Yaobang who is in 
charge of ideological affairs. 


Deng Xiaoping's Closing Speech on the Campaign of "[Lliminating Spiritual Pollution" 


People in the country, personages in the literature and art circles, and enlightened 
person of the upper strata inside the party bore resentment against the campaign of 
"eliminating spiritual pollution.” Reaction to it from abroad was also very bad. In 
the latter half of last March when Japanese Prime Minister Nakasone was visiting China, 
he delivered a speech at Beijing University. He frankly said that Japan was "worried 
about certain problems occurring in China.’ 
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One of the most important problems was: Will political campaigns in China such as 
eliminating spiritual pollution and others not affect the "policy of the four moderni- 
zations" and the policy of opening up to foreign countries? Nakasone’s remarks 
represented the views of other countries. 


Under internal and external pressure, Deng Xiaoping announced the end of the farce of 
“eliminating spiritual pollution." He made a summary speech, saying: Not long ago, it 
was good for us to oppose spiritual pollution and curb unhealthy trends. What we 
should do in future is to build socialist spiritual civilization. This was the closing 
speech of the closing ceremony on “eliminating spiritual pollution." Hu Qiaomu's 
article "On Humanism and the Problem of Alienation" followed this closing speech. 


Wang Ruoshui Wrote Articles To Refute Hu Qiaomu 


However, people found mistakes in Hu Qiaomu's article. Some people wrote open letters 
to point out the mistakes of principle and mistakes due to lack of common sense contained 
in Hu Qiaomu's article. On 11 March, Hu Qiaomu prominently published an “important 
notice of corrections" in RENMIN RIBAO. 


Although the article was regarded as a document which should be read by some party-member 
cadres and personages of the literature and art circles, did this mean that there were 
no holes and controversial points in the article? The answer is absolutely no. 


Wang Ruoshui, who was dismissed from his post during the campaign of "eliminating 
spiritual pollution," has still persisted in his previous viewpoints. He also wrote 
articles to refute Hu Oiaomu. He wanted a debate, and asked for open publication of his 
articles. 


fhe senior leaders of the CPC did not completely accept his demand. They only orally 
agreed that Wang Ruoshui might publish his articles in a certain theoretical journal. 


In the meantime, Hu Qiaomu is also preparing to write another critical article to 
"sterilize" [xiao du 3194 3021]. 


Some people in the intellectual circles of Beijing believe that the article "On Humanism 
and the Problem of Alienation" was unconvincing and weak, whereas Wang Ruoshui's view- 
points were tenable. They also believe that if the higher leadership of the CPC 
permitted the publication of the articles to carry out countercriticism, this would show 
that the CPC also politically adopted an open policy to a certain extent. Why is the 
goddess of democracy late in coming? However, it is a hundred times better for her to 
come late than never! 


This will be a severe test for the CPC. 
RENMIN RIBAO Firmly Opposes the “Leftist” Views 


After Hu Jiwei and Wang Ruoshui were dismissed from their posts as director and deputy 
editor in chief of RENMIN RIBAO respectively, Qin Chuan and Li Zhuang were appointed to 
replace them. People abroad would like to know whether they are people from the "left," 
or whether they stand by the side of Deng Liqun. As far as ideological viewpoint is 
coneerned, I believe that they do not stand on the opposite side of Hu and Wang. (It is 
reported that they have very good personal relationship.) On 1 April, RENMIN RIBAO 
published a frontpage commentator's article entitled "Eliminate the ‘Leftist’ Pernicious 
Influence and Overcome Weakness and Leaness." The article pointed out: "Weakness and 
laxness in leadership demonstrate an ineffective struggle against the ‘leftist’ perni- 
cious influence. In addition, it is appropriate to say that if we fail to pay close 
attention to the ‘leftist’ influence, repudiate the ‘leftist’ pernicious influence, and 
overcome the ‘leftist’ deviation, this shows that we are seriously weak and lax in our

,seadgership. 
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This was a declaration of RENMIN RIBAO to challenge the "leftist" figures, and a call 
urging the higher leadership of the CPC not to be soft on the "leftist" pernicious 
influence. If RENMIN RIBAO had turned to the “leftist” direction of Deng Liqun, would it 
have published such an article which strongly opposed the "leftist" views? 


A friend of mine said: RENMIN RIBAO had a definite object in mind in writing the 
article which regarded the ineffective struggle against the leftist mistakes as weakness 
and laxness in leadership. He asked: “Is this not directed against the most senior 
‘leftist’ leaders who are still in office? (Deng Liqun is one of them)." 


The Superior Man Deng Has “Infuriated" the "Mean Man Deng" 


Of course, Deng Liqun is extremely dissatisfied with what RENMIN RIBAO has done 
recently. But he has no way out. Hu Yaobang failed to install his own gear wheels and 
belts into the propaganda machines. Deng Liqun has also committed the same mistake. 
What infuriated Deng Liqun was that Deng Xiaoping told Nakasone when he was visting 
China: When the sky falls down, Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang will prop it up. What 

Deng Xiaoping said means: 1) Deng Xiaoping resolutely supports Hu Yaobang; 2) the post 
of Hu Yaobang as CPC General Secretary will remain unchanged; and 3) during Deng 
Xiaoping's lifetime and after his death, Hu Yaobang is and will be heavily relied upon. 


Recently, people in Beijing have nicknamed Deng Liqun "the mean man Deng." This has 
formed a delightful contrast with the “superior man Deng." The "supericr man Deng" 
has affirmed Hu Yaobang with one penetrating remark, but this has infuriated the "mean 
man Deng." 


Under such circumstances, could Deng Liqun not be disgruntled? Could he stay in 
Beijing any longer rather than making a trip outsidé the city? 


Deng Liqun's Daughter Asked Her Father To Resign 


Of course, Deng Liqun will not resign himself to defeat. In my “Notes on a Visit to 

the North" published in the February issue of CHENG MING, I said: "Deng Liqun con- 
siders himself to be a capable assistant to Deng Xiaoping, and believes that Cheng Yun, 
Peng Zhen, and Wang Zhen support him. Therefore, he will not easily give up." Such is 
the present situation. 


This was the reason why XINHUA unprecedentedly issued a special dispatch to deny change 
of personnel. 


This was also the reason why Deng Liqun hurriedly "appeared on television" and took 
part in various activities after he returned to Beijing. 

It is certain that Deng Liqun will eventually “resign.” It is also certain that even 
5 minutes prior to this resignation, he will battle with his political foes like a 
cock which never admits its defeat. In Guangdong this is called "giving dying kicks.” 


Deng Liqun has a daughter in journalistic work. She is a press photographer. She once 
told her father: You are old now. Do not do anything. Enough of this. What was her 
father's reaction? He thought of resignation, but he was not willing to give up easily. 


Due to the fact that the report on Deng Liqun's resignation has spread abroad, it is 
possible that he will retain his post as director of the Propaganda Department of 

the CPC Central Committee for a longer period of time. To make other people "lose face,” 
the CPC is willing to pay any price. This is the way the CPC does things.

[Text] The Whole World Is Taken by Surprise 


Yesterday, the Olympic torch was transported to New York from Greece by airplane. As 

the torch was about to begin its 15,000-kilometer journey after the ceremony at UN 
Headquarters, Moscow suddenly announced: The Soviet Union will not take part in the Los 
Angeles Olympics this summer. As the news spread, the whole world was taken by surprise. 
The Soviet Union's justification for such a move is: The Reagan administration is “using 
the games for its political aims" and "the United States does not intend to ensure the 
security of all athletes, respect their rights and human dignity, and create normal 
conditions for holding the games." 


The Course of Action To Be Taken by East Europe Deserves Attention 


The Soviet Union's boycott of the Los Angeles Olympics will certainly spoil much of the 
magnificence of the world's most important sports gathering, which is held once every 4 
years and will be held this summer. It is uncertain whether or not the East European 
countries will follow suit. According to past events, it is likely that some East 
European countries will take the same course of action taken by the Soviet Union. If 
that is the case, the Los Angeles Olympics will be gravely affected by the cold war 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. 


Four years ago, during the 1980 Moscow Summer Olympics, the Soviet Union sent a large 
army unit to invade Afghanistan and refused to withdraw its troops. The United States 
declared its boycott and emphasized that it "will not take part in the Olympic Games 
held in the capitals of aggressive countries." More than 50 countries boycotted the 
Olympic Games at the same time, causing the Soviet Union extreme embarassment. 


In Retaliation for a Grudge at the Previous Olympics 


Does the Soviet Union do this in order to retaliate against the United States? It seems 
that this is not the case. The principal reason is that the relations between the 
Soviet Union and the United States are far from cordial. Particularly since late 1983, 
when Reagan began to deploy the "Pershing II" and cruise missiles, the disarmament talks 
between East and West have been suspended. After the death of Andropov, Chernenko 
assumed power. He continues to adopt a hardline policy toward the United States. The 
cold war between the United States and the Soviet Union began with the stepping up of 
their deployment of guided missiles. 


The immediate cause of Moscow's refusal to take part in the coming Olympics is that 
there are in fact many extreme rightist organizations in the United States which are 
taking the opportunity of this Olympics to protest against the Soviet Union. In early 
April, the USSR Olympic Committee blamed the United States for making things difficult 
for Soviet athletes participating in the Olympic Games over the question of issuing 
visas. Thus, the Soviet Union asked the International Olympic Committee to hold a 
meeting to handle this issue. 


The United States is a melting pot of races and political forces. All kinds of anti- 
communists from Eastern Europe or the Soviet Union live in exile in the United States. 
It is inevitable that they will stage demonstrations against the Soviet Union during the 
Olympic Games. As for the East European countries and the Soviet Union, the most thorny 
problem is that some athletes may flee and seek political asylum. It is almost a 
certainty that the Unites States will grant them political asylum, 
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It Is Hoped That the Soviet Union Will Participate 


Last week, a Soviet mathematician attended a conference in the United States. Just 
before he left for his own country, at the airport he asked for political asylum. The 
Soviet Embassy sent officials to the airport and disputes arose. Finally, the United 


States granted the request of the scientist. The Soviet Union was very unhappy about 
that. 


The Soviet Union has announced that it will not take part in the Olympic Games. This 
naturally impairs the popularity of Reagan, who will run for the presidency this fall. 


Persons of good sense know whether or not there is a political motive behind this move 
by the Soviet Union. 


The Olympics spirit attaches primary importance to participation for the purpose of 
strengthening peace and friendship among mankind. People of the world have no wish 

to see the cold war brought to the Olympic Games. It is hoped that the United States will 
adopt appropriate measures and that the Soviet Union will take part. 
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
